On  March  22,  1986,  Mrs.  Page's  most 
devoted  and  willing  210  World  History 
classes  took  the  product  of  months  of 
work  —  our  history  projects  —  to  the 
history  fair  at  Worcester  State  College. 
The  whole  ordeal  began  at 
approximately  9:00  in  the  morning, 
with  each  group  arriving  to  register 
our  projects.

Particularly  for  the 
performance  category,  the  tension 
mounted  with  each  passing  moment. 
Of  course,  we  all  had  survived  through 
the  strenuous  day  to  arrive  at  the 
awards  ceremony,  the  reward  for 
participation  in  the  contest.  We 
received  other  rewards,  like  a  balloon 
for  each  of  us  from  our  generous 
teacher  (Thanks,  Mrs.  Page!). 

The  awards  for  the  junior  division 
were  the  first  to  be  announced,  which 
was  not  pleasant  for  all  the  anxious 
Grafton  senior  entrants.  All  of  the 
students  and  teachers  (Mrs.  Page,  Mr.
